THE tt.VrK OF TAXATION. 


Whon Nevada was organized as a. 


State the Constitntiou provided that the 
rate of taxation for the first three years 
should not exceed $1 on the $100, but 
after that timo the Legislature might 
fix it as high as SI 25. That was the 
rate for some time, and then it was re- 
duced to 00 couta, at which figure it re- 
mained until 1379, when the Kepubli- 
cnns husbanded the resources from the 
bullion tax and placed it at 55 cents for 
the fiscal years 1879-30, the lowest rate 
in the history of tho State. For the 
pa3t fovir years the old rate of 90 cents 
has been maintained, but the time has 
corno when the State must be main- 
tained upon a rate of 75 cents, and the 
taxpayers have the right to expect the 
incoming Republican Legislature to re- 
duce the rnte of State taxation from 00 
to 75, and to so regulate aud reform 
public affairs that the rate will never 
again be increased. ..The real and per- 
sonal valuation of property in this State, 
as 
returned for taxable 
purposes, 


amounts to about §29,000,000. The 
actual cash value of the property in Ne- 
vada is §156,000,000, of which sum 
$78,000,000 is owned by non-residents, 
and $09,000,000 by our own people. If 
the property of the State was assessed 
at its actual cash valuo a State rate of 
taxation of 15 oenta would uot be ro- 
quired. Aside from tho real and per- 
sonal property, as returned, the State 
has a revenue from the bullion tax, and 
from various miscellaneous sources. 
The expenses of the State have been 
largely reduced in the past two years, 
and will be still loss in the years to 
come. A rate of 75 cents should be the 
maximum and our cloth should be cut 
accordingly. Thia matfer should re- 
ceive early attention from the Legisla- 
ture, so that the people may have an 
earnest of the desire of the Republican 
party to legislate in thsir interest.

It is universally con- 
ceded that Cleveland, if elected, will be 
in honor bound to recognize the Inde- 
pendents, and it is thought-that they 
will be rewarded for their services by 
putting Carl Schurz, their leader, in the 
Cabinet. Notwithstanding hin.protest- 
ations during tho campaign that he 
had not severed his relations with the 
Republican party, nobody doubts but 
that he would accept a position in 
Cleveland's Cabinet if offered him. The 
name of General Oreo. B. McOlellan is 
mentioned for a Cabinet office, and it is 
said that he prefers the Navy to the 
War Department for tho reason that, in 
his judgment, tha time has come when 
the Navy should be rebuilt, and that 
there will be a greater chance for a man 
to distinguish himself at the head of 
that department than at tho head of the 
military affairs of the country. Ex-
